COOK 1S COMING 
TO DEFEND SELF

He'll Sail for United 
States Saturday: 


Copenhagen, September 9.—Dr. Frea- 
erick A. Cook will sail from Christian- 
sand Saturday morning, on board the 
Beandinavian-American liner Oscar II, 
for New York, where she is due about 
September 20 or 21. Probably Captain 
Roald Amundsen will accompany him. 

Dr. Cook has abandoned his proposed 
visit +o Brussels, on the advice of 
friends. The explorer is spending the 
night at Count Holstein’s castle. With 
him are Dr. Egan, the American min- 
ister, and Miss Egan. 

Dr. Cook today asked the officials 
of the Danish-Greenland administra- 
tion toarrange forthe dispatch of one 
of their boats to Greenland, at his ex- 
pense, to get the two Eskimos who ac- 
companied him to the Pole. The offi- 
clal sstated that it is now too late in 
the season for such an attempt, and 
advised him that he must wait for 
spring, which he will do. He proposed 
to Gould Brokaw, who is here. with 
his yacht, that they maKe a start for 
Greenland immediately, but Brofaw 
would not agree to this. 

\Copenhagen for Dr. Cook. 

Copenhagen papers are full of the 
controversy. Almost all of them sup- 
port Dr. Cook’s claims, but throw no 
new light on the subject. 

Captain Amundsen is one of the 
strongest supporters of the explorer- 
who is now backed up by Dr. Edward 
Bav. the zoologist of the expedition 
under Captain Sverdrup in the Fram in 
1898-1902. On that expedition Captain 
Sverdrup made highly important scien- 
tific investigations. and it was over the 
route mavpved out bv Sverdrup that 
Cook made his journey northward. 

Dr. Bay today had a long interview 
with Dr. Cook. at the conclusion of 
which he said. while at first he had 
doubted Cook’s story, he was now cer- 
tain of its truth so far as the route 
claimed to be’ taken was concerned. 
Dr. Cook. he eaid. wave him accurate 
description of places and things which 
no other white man except Bay had 
ever seen. 

Dr. Bav asserted that the Danes. in 
Greenland were unfriendiv to Com- 
mander Peary because thev believed he 
treated the Eskimos badiv and forced 
them to work for him. 

Untyersity Degree Given Cook. 

The University of Copenhagen todav 
conferred upon Dr. Cook the honorarv 
degree of doctor of acience (honoris 
causa). in the presence of more than 
a thousand veople, who cheered tha 
explorer heartilv. In thanking the 
rector. Dr. Torp. for the honor, Dr. 
Cook said that the university should 
be the first to see his records. 

In expressing his thanks, Dr. Cook 
said he accepted the honor as testi- 
mony of the genuineness of his jour- 
ney. He promised to send the uni- 
versity his complete records, and he 
repeated that it was his intention to 
dispatch a ship to Greenland at his 
own expense to bring down the two 
Eskimos who accompanied him on his 
expedition. 

Dr. Cook’s words in referring to the 
records he said he would send the 
university were: 

“I can produce all desirable evi- 
dence that I reached the North Pole.’’ 

He added that his Eskimo compan- 
jons would be taken to New York, 
where they could be examined 
impartial men of science. : 

Why Danes Admire Cook, 

Professor Torp said that the honor 
conferred upon Dr. Cook was the high- 
est in the gift of the university and 
complimented the explorer on the 
courage and self-sacrifice which en- 
abled him to go where no human be.- 
ing has ever set hig foot before. 

He» delared that Denmark and the 
United States would now be neigh- 
bors in the Far North. Then warming 
up to his subject, Professor Torp said 
with enthusiasm that the Danish peo- 
ple not only admired Dr. Cook for 
his deeds, but also because he was an 
|; American. 


New York. September 9.—The two 
explorers upon whom the world’s eye 
has been fixed during the past few days 
spent the day busily preparing for 
their return.to the United States. 

Cook, in Copenhagen, announced that 
he had definitely arranged to sail next 
Saturday for New York. 

Peary, according to reports, was still 
delayed in Battle Harbor, Labrador, 
probably either waiting the completion 
of repairs to the Roosevelt or the ar- 
rival of coal. 

Dr. Cook appeared today at a 
official function. The University of 
Copenhagen conferre@ upon him the 
degree of Sc. D. (Doctor of Science), 
thereby recognizing, it was pointed out

Dr. Cook has canceled his engage- 
ment to lecture before the Geograph- 
ical Society of Brussels, and will reach 
New Yerk about September 20 or 21.

Cook to Send for His Eskimos. 

Dr. Cook's plan to send a ship from 
Copenkagen to Greenland to bring 
back to civilization his two Eskimo 
companions on his expedition trip will 
not be earried out until next year as 
Danish offiejais have informed him that 
it is now too late in the season for a 
trip to Etah. The expedition, it is 
stated, will be started early next 
spring. 

In sciéntific ¢ciréles, boyh in America 
and abroad, the prevailing inclination 
seems to be to await direct word from 
both explorérs before arriving at a 
conelusion as to their respective 
achievements, and although a belliger- 
ent attitude was still preserved in the 
two camps. open hostilities were large- 
ly suspended. 

Hferbert T. Bridgeman. 
backer. reached Sydney. €. B.. today, 
and Mrs. Peary. who wil! aleo meet 
the explorer at Sydney, left Portland on 
her way northeast early in the day. 
Both expect to greet Commander Peary 
on Saturday, although the long and 
thus far unexplainéd delav at Battle 
Harbor mav make necessary a change 
in their plans. 

Mad Rush of Publishers. 

There is a mad rush among pub- 
lishers from all over the world to ob- 
tain the rights to the books which the 
rival explorers will, or have prepared, 
The offers already received by Dr. Cook 
are so bewildering that today a Paris 
newspaper publishes an advertise- 
ment calling for bids from publishers 
for Dr. Covok’s book. The advertise- 
ment states that already 100,000 words 
have been written, and that there are 
ample photographs to illustrate it. He is 
due to arrive inthis city on September 
21. Hissupportersinthe various geo- 
graphical and exploration societies, 
with his friends, are arranging a not- 
able reception for him. Borough 
President Coler, of Brooklyn, has ap- 
pointed a committee of fifty promi- 
nent citizens to arrange the details. 

Peary'’s supporters are arranging just 
as notable a welcome for him. It is 
now hoped to have his ship, the Roose.- 
velt, take a prominent placé in the 
great Hudson-Fulton naval parade. 

Peary Suspected Cook. 
now develops that Commander 
Peary suspected Dr. Cook a year and 
a haeif ago. In May, 1908, before he 
sailed from New York for the North 
Pole, Mr. Peary left a sealed ietter in 
this city which was to be opened on 
his return should he find the North 
Pole.

PEARY’S POLAR FINDINGS 
CONFIRM STORY OF COOK 


New Yerk, September 9.—Scientists 
and explorers here today, comparing 
the latest dispatches regarding Com- 
mander Peary’s achievement with the 
reports which Dr. Cook has sent out, 
were very generally agreed that 
Peary’s findings seem to confirm Dr. 
Cook’s story in several significant par- 
ticulars, and thus far raise no points 
of disagreement. The scientists were 
more positive than ever that the con- 
troversy can be settled beyond reason- 
eble doubt by an inquiry before a 
recognized scientific body. Their al- 
most undivided opinion was that Dr. 
Cook should not be condemned until 
his story has been proved false by un- 
mistakable evidence. 

“Peary'’s rapid traveling,” said An- 
thony Fiala, the Brooklyn explorer, ‘‘is 
the most important evidence thus far 
produced in substantiation of Dr. 
Cook's claims.” 

London Turning to Dr. Cook. 

London, September 10.—The jmmedi- 
ate effect of the publication of Peary’s 
brief account of his iourneyv here is a 
certain revulsion of feeling in favor of 
Dr. Cook. and the adoption of a more 
judicial and impartial attitude toward 
both explorers. The Daily Telegraph 
Savs: 

“Dr. Cook has decided to face the 
music and in so doing ha greatly re- 
deemed his position in English eyes. 
and in a large measure has made com- 
ment at the .present stage both unfair 
and unwise.” 

One of the chief reasons for the re- 
vulsion in Dr. Cook's favor is the un- 
expected swiftness of Pearv's sledge 
Journey to and from the Pole. 

The general opinion is that little 
of a convincine character will be ob- 
tained bv an examination of the Eski- 
mos. and the evidence of real value 
will be secured onlv bv an expert com- 
parison of the two men’s records of 
scientific observations. 


ROSS MARVIN LOST HIS LIFE 
ON PEARY’S TRIP TO THE POLE 
Etmira, N. Y., September 9.—L. Cc. 
Bemont, of Ithaca, a member of the 
Peary relief expedition of 1901, last 


night received the following message 
dated Battle Harbor: 

“Break news of Marvin’s death to his 
mother immediately, before she sees it 
in the papers. Drowned April 10 46 
miles north of Cape Columbia, while 
returning from 86.39 north latitude. 
Great loss to me and to the expedi- 
tion. Every member sends deepest 
sympathy. PEARY.” 

Through friends in this city the 
message was conveyed to Ross Mar- 
vin’s aged mother, who, it was feared, 
would not survive the shock. Yester- 
day a movement was started to give Mr. 
Marvin a great welcome on his re- 
turn from the north and the-+members 
of the family only yesterday were 
planning a celebration on his home- 
coming. 

PEARY A COLOSSAL FAKER,

New York, September 9.—Among the 
friends of Dr. Cook here who rallied to 
his defense today was Captain B. 8S. Os- 
born, secretary of the Arctic Club of 
America, who, fn an interview, said: 

“Peary, in making these charges, is 
digging his own gtave. He is a colos- 
sa] faker, and his statements are a 
fabric of untruths. As soon as he sets 
foot in New York, Mr. Bradley and 
myself will give out affidavits in sup- 
port of our position. 

“IT have an affidavit stating that 
Peary opened Dr. Cook’s trunks and 
took out his observations and data, and 
that he opened a letter Dr. Cook had 
written to Mrs. Cook, read it ang then 
sealed it up again.

Club, who is to meet Com- 
mander Peary, arrived here this é¢ve- 


Mr. Bridgman, speaking of 
drowning of Professor Ross G. Marvin, 
of the Peary expedition, ‘says he sup- 
poses that Professor Martin fell 
through the ice near 88th parallel, 
while out with a supporting party 
under his command. 

Professor Marvin's special work was 
topography and map-making. He 
probably had no knowledge of Peary's 
success, aS he met his death only four 
days after the Pole was discovered 
and before Peary could have returned 
to his supporting party. 

Only Three White Men at Pole. 

Mr. Bridgman said that there were 
not more than three white men in all 
at the Pole. These were Commander 
Peary and either Donald MeMilian, of 
Worcester, Mass., or George Barup, of 
the Sheffield Scientific school. Mat- 
thew Hensen, Peary’s colored com- 
panion, also was probably at the Pole. 

Mr. Bridgman said that the c¢com-

north was strong confirmation of the 
details of Dr. Cook’s story, as well as 
of Peary’s theory regarding the move- 
ment of currents.

BOND COMMISSION READY FUR BUSINESS. 


If Chairman Quillian’s well-timed purposes are carried out, the bond 
commission will get down to business this week. 

Chairman Quillian, whose sentiments are shared by other members 
of the commission, realizes that there has been already too much delay 
in making definite and final arrangements for the bond election, and with 
commendable activity he has announced his determination to bring the com- 
mission together this week for that purpose. 

Consensus of opinion is that the bond election should be held this fall. 
December 15 is the suggestion now most favorably received, and it is be- 
lieved every member of the commission will agree upon that or an approx- 
imate date. ) 

The question of exact date, however, is of small significance, but that 
this fall should see the bond question disposed of, and much of the work 
to be done completed in time for the summer of 1910, is nowhere reasonably 
questioned or opposed. , 

To accomplish this the bond commission must get busy now, for coun 
cil cannot do its part until the commission has acted. 

No one realizes this more forcibly than does Chairman Quillian, and 
if the members of the commission will stand to him, the necessary prelim- 
inaries will soon be achieved and everything determined except the result 
of the final vote. 

The absence of any necessity for demand for a statement as to how 
the proceeds of this bond issue are to be used is made emphatically clear 
by Chairman Quillian, who states through The Constitution that, accom- 
panying the election call, there will be a specific report as to how every 
dollar of the bond money is to be expended. It will show to the voter 
not only how much is to go for waterworks, sewers and schools, but just 
where and for what purposes it is to be paid in these respective depart- 
ments. 

The voter will cast his ballot not for the expenditure of so much money 
for more or less general purposes, but for needed sewer extension, the 
specific plans of which will be placed before him; for water mains on this 
and that particular street now denied water service; for school construc- 
tion and improvement definitely located. 

Thus has the bond election and all that it means for Atlanta been re- 
duced to an elementary business proposition. 

Essential needs in each of the departments affected have been thor- 
oughly canvassed and discussed; proposed expenditure has been pared down 
to a conservative minimum, and—

A 15-CENT COTTON YEAR. 


The Farmers’ Union, now in annual convention ir Birmingham, is to 
be commended fcr not attempting to overshoot the mark. 

Rampant enthusiasm, encouraged by conferences of delegates with high 
hopes and usually attendant upon gatherings of this sort, has too often 
carried the shot above the target and lost the bull’s-eye and the game. 

But it is apparent that a conservatism born of experience and a desire 
for success characterizes this year’s deliberations. 

Farmers’ Union sentiment, as abundantly manifested at Birm‘ngham, 
sets 15 cents as the minimum price for this year’s coiton crop.

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COUNTY TAX RATE 
TO REMAIN SAME 


Fulton County Rate Will 
Be Six Mills This 


Year. 


Fulton county’s tax rate for this 
year will be unchanged from that of 
last, the board of county commission- 
ers having yesterday fixed 6 mills on 
the dollar as the rate for this year. 
The special school tax on all property 
outside of Atlanta, Oakland City and 
East Point was fixed at 2% mills on 
the dollar. 

The action of the board in fixing 
the rate followed an examination of 
a statement of the estimated income 
and expenditure of the county during 
the . coming vear. This estimate 
shows that the embursements during 
1910 will be approximately $594,000. 
while the income will approximate 
$595.434. 

The estimated expenditures are 
practically $48,000 more than those of 
last year. This increase is accounted 
for by the establishment of another 
branch of the superior court and the 
county having acquired 100 more con- 
victs than last year. 

To meet this increase, there is an 
increase in the valuation of taxable 
property amounting to $6,000,000, 


which will net a $36,000 increase -in 
the county’s income.

At present, therefore, the deal is in 
the conference stage. There is no 
money in the state treasury to pay for 
the property, and, even if there was, 
there are some difficulties which would 
have to be disposed of satisfactorily 
before the trade is finally closed.

the despair of many moneyed inter- 
ests whose brains and capital had 
failed to place it on a paying basis, 
Harriman, backed by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
and Standard Oj! interests, undertook 
the rehabilitation of the railroad. 
He secured a controlling interest, re- 
organized the management and 
through his transcendant genius con- 
verted the bankrupt company into one 
of the best dividend-paying roads in 
the country. In this and later, when 
he took hold of the Southern Pacific, 
Harriman’s policy was one of lavish 
expenditure, which made the proper- 
ties as near physically perfect as 
possible. The matter of dividends. 
was allowed to wait upon their per- 
fection. This policy has continued 
on all the Harriman lines, and to it 
has been added a close stody of the 
territories adjacent to the property 
and which contributed, or could be 
made to contribute, to their welfare. 
When He Fought Hill and Morgan. 

Harriman’s most spectacular per- 
formance and that which made his 
mame familiar to all the reading pub- 
lic was in May, 1901, when he strug- 
flied with the Morgan and Hill in- 
terests for control of the Northern 
Pacific. On May 9 of that year the 
historic Northern Pacific corner re- 
sulted in the stock of the company 
going to $1,000. At the “show down” 
Harriman produced $78,000,000 in 
stocks. However, the Hill-Morgan

Controlled Whatever He Touched. 


After reading all that list, one can 
wonder not only that he died so s00n.

no mere perfunctory director. What- 
ever he touched he controlled—either 
that or something broke. He was not 
a dummy. Nor could he have controlled 
ali these properties, only a fraction of 
which he could have owned personal- 
ly. unless his business associates re- 
posed the greatest confidence in his in- 
tegrity and ability. It was his power 
of organization, of construction, his 
intimate knowledge of the whole coun- 
try as it related to railroading, his 
dgring methods and his success that 
won him their allegiance. He became 
far and away the greatest railroad 
power of his day and perhaps of any 
day that the country has yet known. 
There may be railroad kings in future 
that will control more mileage, but 
none up to his own time. : 

His latest dream of making the New 
York Central a part of hig gigantic 
system was coming to fruition only 
when death snatched him away from 
it. Even as it was, the greatest of our 
railroads was listed as a Harriman 
property, and its stocks moved in sym. 
pathy with his group. To combine that 
old and rich system with his Pacific 
roads into one gigantic whole was the 
work of a financial titan. It was not 
a thing that a small man would even 
have dared to plan. 

Another cherished dream of a more 
intimate nature was on the eve of ac- 
complishment, but was never to be 
realized. For more than a score of 
years Mr. Harriman ,had owned an 
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man,” he said, “as probably the most 
remarkable genius that has ever de- 
veloped in business life.” 

Ww. C. Brown, president of the New 
York Central Railroad Company, sent 
the statement from the Adirondacks 
saying: 

“One of the world’s greatest men has 
gone.” , 

Robert C. Clowry, president of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
said: 

“The sudden cutting off of his life 
leaves the world a loser. We should 
be glad to know just what his plans 
for the future were. I have always 
believed that Mr. Harriman intended 
to do some great things in the east and 
in the middle south.” 

Harakans Pays Tribate. 

«Jackson, Miss., September 9.— 
Grief-stricken at the loss of a friend 
and business associate, J. T. Harahan, 
president of tbe Illinois Central rail- 
road, tonight paid a tribute to the 
memory of Edward H. Harriman, not 
only as a genius of finance, but as a 
kindly man, devoted to his family and 
loyal to his friends. 

‘Mr. Harriman was one of the best 
all-round railroad men that was ever 
in thig country,” he said, “a man whose 
word was as good as his bond. Ameri- 
ca will miss him; the world will mise 
{him. It will be hard to fill his place. 

“Especially was he a friend of the 
south,” added Mr. Harahan. “His 
heart was in the Illinois Central. Had 
he lived, he would have made this sec- 
tion blossom like the rose. 

“It is too bad, too bad,” he repeated. 
‘He worked himself to death.” 


-New York, September $.—From all 
parts of the country there came a 
flodd of tributes upon Mr. Harriman’s 
career and life work. James J. Hill,

“I have always regarded Mr. Harri- 
man very highly.

He did the 
work of several men during his life- 
time. He was one who never left 
anything undame and there are few 
men in this country whose place it 
will be harder to fill. It is greatly to 
be regretted that Mr. Harriman could 
not live to complete all the work which 
he had set out to do. 

Barriers Against Wolves. 

“There should not be any serious 
financial disturbance as the result of 
his death. All Harriman’s properties 
are in good shape. He was not one 
who would leave his affairs so situated 
that the wolves could prey upon them. 
The great railroad systems which he 
has created will run along as usual 
and somehow or other his place will 
be filled, for all of us die and yet the 
world wags.”

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COTTON DECLINES 
22 TO 28 POINTS 


Market Was Weak and Unset- 
tled and Closed Barely Steady 
at Net Decline. 


New York, September $.—The cotton 
market was weak and unsettled today, 
with prices selling more than $2 per 
bale below the high level of yesterday 
morning and with the close barely 
Steady at a net loss of 22@28 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 3@5 points, and while the market 
met with pretty good support on a scale 
down, as a result of which there were 
several slight rallies, the general ten- 
dency was lower under liquidation and 
stop-loss orders until October con- 
tracts sold at 12.5 and December at 
12.339 with the general list showing a 
net loss of 25 to 30 points and with 
December selling 47 points under the 
high price of the previous day. Cov- 
ering checked the decline at this level, 
but the close was within 2 or 3 points 
of the lowest. The early decline was 
acccounted for by disappointing cables 
and as strength in the Liverpool mar- 
ket has been one of the main sustain- 
ing influences, the weakness there was 
followed by a renewal of more ag- 
gressive operations by local bears. 
Later the selling’ movement was ac- 
companied by reports of free southern 
offerings on a tenderable basis, and 
while these reports were not definitely 
confirmed, with New Orleans claiming 
strength in the Interior, the declines 
officially reported in the southern spot 
markets helped the bear market in 
this direction. Possibly the reduction 
in the low-grade premiums last night 
had some sentimental influence, but the 
small proportion of lo wgrade cotton 
in the local stock would seem to make 
this of comparatively little: import- 
ance. A petition is circulating that 
the board of managers take some ac- 
tion with reference to short staple cot- 
ton and suggesting that nothing under 
‘.-inch be allowed as a tender of con- 
tract.

BEFORE NEWS OF DEATH 


Harriman’s End Was Expected 
and Protective Measures 
Had Been Ti aken. 


New York. September 9$.—The stock 
market started out today with the sup- 
position. apparentiv. that conditions 
were adiusted to await the news from 
Mré Harriman’s sick chamber without 
further feverish excitement. The news 
of the financier’s death came just thir- 
ty-five minptes after the stock ex-”" 
change closed. The early dealings were 
on a small basis and prices were only 
slightly depressed and showed a ca- 
pacity to rally easily. The protective 
measures in the market were relaxed 
later and when the daily crop of ru- 
mors and contradictions began to be 
received, the gradual sax which had 
set in was converted into a precipitate 
decline. Support seemed to be with- 
drawn and the market left to take 
care of itself. This was more notable 
since the volume of the selling was 
not large and appeared such as might 
have been taken care of by the powers 
which have appeared as supporters of 
prices in the recent past. The conclu- 
sion was drawn that it had been de- 
cided bv the backers of the market 
that preparations for an . expected 
shock could be more effective by not 
attempting to hold prices artificially 
at the advanced level]. . That opinion 
in the financial community was pre- 
bared for an unfavorable termination 
of Mr. Harriman’'s illness was clear 
and was not diszxuised. The diver- 
gence of ovninions began on the topie 
of the probabie effect on the stock 
market of the event. These varied as 
widely as between predictions of s 
probable rallv in the market on 4c- 
count of an over-extension of the short 
interest and dire prophecies of a dis- 
astrous slump in the whale market. It 
was noted with Interest that an active 
borrowing demand existed for Union 
Pacific stock in the loan crowd, where 
the operators short of stocks assem- 
ble to fill their temporary requirements 
bv borrowing stocks for delivery. This 
phase of a short interest is too readily 
simulated to carry mu@ conviction to 
professional stock operators. The ap- 
proaching annual meeting of the Union 
Pacific. it was alleged. had stimulated 
a borrowine demand for the stock for 
Purposes of representation. This ex- 
Dlanation did not allay anxiety on the 
part of the stockholders, as it served 
to gxive some point to rumors of in- 
ternal dissensions in the company, and 
to revive attention to the charges made 
by Mr. Harriman’s friends of an at- 
tempt to raid tbe property during his 
tllness. Another explanation of the 
borrowing demand for Union Pacific 
was that it represented sales by -in- 
siders in the provertv. who desired to 
conceal their identitv. by. borrowing 


ing openly as sellers. The belief that 
a kreach had occurréd among interests 
hitherto actine in concert in . Union 
Pacific gave ereater credence to re- 
ports that this difference had spread 
into the bankine world and involved 
important interests which had been 
brought into strong accord in the 
troubled period during the financial 
panic. when a spirit of cooperation was 
rife. Cables from abroad indicated an 
apprehension among foreigners’ that 
the integrity of the market pool in 
United States Steel was threatened bv 
this rupture. The amount of the load 
which this renuted pool ts carrying is 
estimated at enormous figures, owine 
to the determined absorption of that 
stock at: atl kevels and against all ob- 
stacles which has been long evident. 
Special weakness of the Gould group 
Was a conspicuous factor, and the de- 
mand from this element to cover shorts 
worked the substantial rallv from the 
lowest prices of the day. The break 
remilted in carrvinge vorices considerably 
lower than were touched in the slump 
on Saturdav.

CROP IN RUSSIA 


This, With Bullish Report in 
the United States, Caused 
Wheat to Advance. 


Chicago. Sevtember 9$.—Official an- 
nourncement of a serious crop shortage 
in Russia and the bullish showing of 
the crop report of this country, made 
public yesterday, caused decided 
Strength in all grain markets on the 
board of trade. Final quotations on 
wheat showed net gains of 1% to 1%c. 
Corn was up & to 1%c. Oats were 
™ to 1@i*e higher and provisions 
2%c lower to 22%c higher. 

Activity and strength marked trad- 
ing in the wheet pit nearly all day- 
and prices moved over a range of from 
2% to 2%c. The factors chiefly re- 
sponsible for the marked revival of 
trading were the official statistics re- 
lating to the grain crop of the United 
States and Russia. The announcement 
of a 10-point deterioration in the 
American corn crop and a 8-nroint loss 
in spring wheat, which inspired bullish 
sentiment late in the segsion yester- 
day was a potent influence when trad- 
ing began today. This report was aug- 
mented bv official figures regarding 
the prospective yield of grain in Rus- 
sia this vear. which indicated an in- 
crease of 20.000.000 bushels In wheat 
and a decrease of 84000.000 bushels in 
other grain. compared with a year ago. 
A leading elevator interest Was an ac- 
tive buyer of the December delivery 
all day. and this led to urgent cover- 
ing by shorts. Liberal receipts in the 
northwest and a poor demand for the 
cash grain here and at Minneapolis 
and Duluth induced free selling at va- 
rious times during the day. but offer- 
ings were readily taken. During the 
day. the December option sold between 
945% and $7c. The close was strong- 
with December at 96*c. 

Trade in the corn pit was on an enor- 
mous scale and the market was strong 
all dav. The vprincival factor in the 
situation was the government report.
